OYNAMITE USED TO START THE CON- 
FLAGRATION, 


The Loss Will Foot Up Half a Million—A 
Tremendous Explosion the First Warn- 
ming of Fire-New Haven Livery 
Btable Swept Away-—Store and Resi- 
Gence Destroyed — Other Losses by 
Fire. 


MILWAUKER, Wis., Dec. 28,—At 2 o'clock 
this morning a bomb was thrown into the 
main building of the south Side plant of the 
Milwaukee Street Railway Co. There wasa 
tremendous explosion, and ina moment the 
interior of the building wasinablaze. Ina 
few minutes the fire was beyond control, and 
in less than an hour the entire plant was 
consumed, entailing a loss of $510,000. 

like the other terrible fires with which 
Milwaukee has been visited during the past 
seventy-two hours this one also isapparently 
ofincendiary origin. The night watchman 
who first discovered the fire says that it 
started in the car nearest the doorwf@y of the 
Dullding. His story is that he was standing 
hear the car when suddenly fe was startled 
by aloud explosion, an@ in less than five 
minutes the whole buiiding was ablaze. On 
one side werm the stables, where fully sev- 
enty-five horses and mules were kept. These 
were ail liberated and nearly all gotten out. 
On the other side were the car stables where 
about one hundred cars were stored and all 
these were burned. It Is in their loss the 
company Will sustain the greatest damage. 

The machine shops were also descroyed. 
These sliops were built the past season and 
Were fitted with very fine machinery for the 
febullding and repairing of cars, 

THE LOSSES. 

Atdo’clock this morning Manager Lynn of 
the | t railway company had arrived at 
the scene ofthe fire. Toa reporter he said: 

**Our loss is about $510,000. The cars stored 
in the building were valued at $350,000, while 
the structure itself is worth at least $60,000, 
The machinery is valued at fully 75,000, while 
the stores of the company were kept inthe 
bulldingand were worth $25,000. The only 
instirance that we carried was on the builld- 
ing, and I think amounts to about $40,000.’’

SAW THE BOMB-THROWER. 

The only person who saw the alleged bomb- 
throwing was Night Watchman Worden. He 
says that he was standing near the main 
doorway of the barn in which the motors and 
cars were stored. There was a whiz of some.- 
thing through the air, a flash and a tremen- 
dous explosion. If there was a bomb 
th which many doubt, it came 
through the main doorway and struck 
in the car nearest this entrance. The pro- 
ager ne must have been filled with some high- 
y inflammable substance, as hardly ten 
seconds elapsed, according to the night 
watchman’s story, before nearly all the cars 
in the bullding were in flames. Manager

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 28.—At 2 o’clock 
this morning fire broke out in the court- 
house at Muncie, Ind., and for a time the 
destruction of the entire building was 
threatened. By good work, however, the 
flames were kept in bounds and finally 
ex inguished. The fire originated froma gas 
jet inthe Clerk’s office, the contents and 


records of which were badly damaged, which 
may lead to much litigation and confusion. 

Various rumors that have been set afloat 
tending to give the affair a highly sensatioa-~ 
al coloring, and hinting at incendiarism. 
have no foundation infact. The amount of 
the lossis $50,000, with ho insurance. Man- 
‘cle’s Court- house was completed a little over 
a year ago at the cost of $300,000, and was one 
of the finest court houses in the State.

The trouble is now transferred to 
the Mexican side and has become of sufficient 
magnitude to enable the Government to find 
it.

Gen. Estrada is a well-known and very pop- 
ular soldier, who was in command of Federal 
troops} on the Lower Rio Grande. One morn- 
ing he was missed from his post, andit was 
supposed he had joined the _ revolution- 
ary forces. The fact that this General 
has deserted the forces, of Porfirio 
Diaz lends a very serious color 
tothe affair and makes it a revolution in 
something besides name. It has been 
rumored here for years that another very 
prominent General, in fact next to Prest. 
dent Diaz and ex-President Gonzale, the 
most prominent man in (the_ republic, 
has been very much dissatisfied with the 
present administration and has only waited 
a favorable opportunity to declare himself in 
favor of a change. 

This General it was who contributed more, 
perhaps, than any one else tothe success of 
the revolution which put Diazin the prest- 
dential chair. Itissaid he was promised a 
term as President. That promise has never 
been fulfilled, and consequently he is willing 
to join the first movement that promises suc- 


cess. 


TO RIVAL READING.

Thechief mover in the scheme ts 
said to be President C. E. Waite of 
the Columbus, Hocking Valley & Toledo 
road. Last week the five mine- 


owners who control the output of the 
Hocking Valley metat Columbus, 0., Presi- 
dent Waite and representatives of the 
Toledo & Ohio Central, Columbus & Shaw- 
nee, andthe Baltimore & Ohio roads. The 
meeting was called for the purpose of seeing 
what concerted action could be taken in the 
matter of rates and to effect a 
combine among the coal men. 
It was finally determined among the 
operators to formacompany which isto be 
formed of the coal men alone. This company 
is to purchase the output of the Hocking Val- 
ley and then deal it out to the consumer. 
Several Chicago dealers were at the meeting, 
but declare thatthe pricetothe small con- 
sumer will not be Increased. The combine 
will not go into effect for two or three weeks, 
asthe railroads have not yet agreed upon 
freight rates to the combination.

Death-Dealing Explosion in Long

Frozen Dynamite Fired Through Care- 


- less Handling. 


THREE KILLED OUTRIGHT AND MANY 
BADLY INJURED, 


Workmen Builta Bonfire to Thaw Out 


the Explosive—The Wave of Flame 
Swept Through Two Tenements—The 
Victims Buried Beneath the Timbers 
of the Bulidings—Post-Office) Wrecked 
by the Concussion. 


LONG ISLAND City, L. I., Dec. 28.—At 8 
o’clock this morning dynamite exploded in 
the yards of the New York & Long Island 
Tunnel Co., on Fourth street, between Ver- 
non and Jackson avenues,this city, So faras 
learned, three persons were killed outright 
anda score of persons injured. The names 
of the killed are:

The Davens and Mahers belong in Long 
Island City. They. were injured about the 
head by falling timbers and broken glass. 
The people living inthe vi ty where the 
explosion occurred were startled shortly 
after 8 o’clock by the noise of;falling timbers 
and cratking of glass. For asquare about 
the ground gquivered, buildings swayed to 
andfro and theterrified people of the dis- 
trict rushed out of their nousés, fearing their 
homes were about to collapse. 

AWAKENED WITH A CRASH. 

In a few moments the usually quiet neigh- 
borhood was thrown into the greatest *ex- 
citement. The houses adjoining the tunnel 
éomipa ards caught fire, and the Fire 
Department was soon onthe scen®, So soon 
did the fames burst out after the explosion 
thatitis mot certain whether the residents 
adjoining are burned or buried, ‘ 

Those in the vicinity at the timesay the 
shock was like an earthquake. The tene- 
ments, 21 to 29 Jackson avenue, were shat- 
tered, The Post-office Was in No. 27. The 
mails are buried berreath tons ofruins, and 
they are certain to be ruined by water if not 
consumed by the flames. 

When the explosion occurred the letter 
cases were knocked into strips and the clerks 
were hurled headlong inthe debris. A wave 
of fame seemed to sweep through the lower 
partof the demolished tenements immedi- 
ately after the crash. Someof the stunned 
and bieeding managed to crawl to the lower 
windows and make their escape in that 
way. 

The three people killed were all in their 
homes,which were contiguous to the scene of 
the explosion. O’Brien, oneof the killed, 
had his throat cut from ear toear and his 
face was badly mutilated by flying glass. He 
was lying on a sofa when the explosion took 
piace. .A pane of glass was smashed directly 
over his headanda large plece acted as a 
guillotine. 

Some of the residents of the tenements had 
to be carriedout by the firemen; many of 
them were too severely injured to help them- 
selves to escape, wnolle others were too 
frightened to move. 

At 8t. John’s Hospital six victims of the 
explosion were received. Ali were badly in- 
jured. 

The yards ofthe New York & Long Island 
Tunnel Co. of wnich Wn. steinway is pres!i- 
dent, are bounded by Jacksonand Vernon 
avenues. Thehouseis of brick and frame. 
The explosion was directly in the rear. The 
company Is building a tunnel between this 
city and the New York Central Depot. A 
great deal of dynamite is used in biasting. 
Last night the dynamite froze. The men 
needed some this morning and placed three 
barrels of cartridges just back of the tene- 
ments to be thawed out. Then they builta 
bonfire beside thecartridges. The fire burned 
nearer to the dynamite than was intended, 
and the result was the terrific and disastrous 


explosion. 
TRAGIC SCENES. 

All the killed received fractured skulls and 
were horribly cut by glass. The injured were 
all badly cat by glass from the broken win- 
dows. It is said not that the Post- 
master saved all the valuable iet- 
ters that were in the Post-office when 
the explosion occurred, Directly opposite 
the scene of the explosion was a row of tene- 
ments occupied by fifteen families. Every 
apartment was wrecked, and the debris 
caught fire from the overturned stoves. The 
scene following the explosion was terrible. 
Men, women and children only partially clad 
rushed wildly from every possible 
exit in the greatest excite- 
ment, screaming loudly. The dis- 
trict where the explosion occurred is a most 
thickly inhabited section of the city. For 
half a mile Jackson and Vernon avenues 
presenta peculiar sight. Hardly an unvroken 
_— of glass can be found within that ra- 

us. 

Gray’s refrigerator factory on Fourth 
street opposite the sceneof the explosion 
was almost completely wrecked. A number 
of people were at work in the bullding at the 
time, but how many of them were injured is 
not at present known. At noon the fire was 
still raging 10 theruins. The fire department 
seems totally inadequate to cope with the 
situation. 

The cupola of St. Mary’s Catholic Church 
on Vernon avenue and Fifth street was 
smashed into pieces by the concussion. 

Work on the tunnel has been progressing 
about two months. The city, it ‘s said, has 
been warned time and of the danger 
attending the work, but no action was taken 
forthe protection of the residents :

The iatter 
jumped from a second-story window and 
sustained injuries from which it is feared 
she will die, The, building burned rapidly 
and, owing toa laék of water, was totally 
destroyed, but all the adjacent property 
was saved. 


KILLED AT A FIRE. 

PARIS, Dec, 28.—The spirit stores of Gautier, 
Riom & Vincents On Gloriette Island, at 
Nantes, were destroyed by fire yesterday. 
Six violent explosions occurred while the fire 
was burning.

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CLAIMED BY A CHICAGOAN. 


Disputing the Discovery of 
an Epilepsy Cure. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 28.—Dr. A. Lagorio, the DI- 
rector of the Chicago Pasteur Institute, says 
that he Is the discoverer of the new cure for 
epliepsy thatis now attracting the attention 
of physicians. Dr. Paul Gibier, President of 
the New York Bacteriological Society, read 
an exhaustive paper before the Medi- 
cal Soclety of the County of 
New York in which the new 
treatment is discussed, but he does not give 
Dr. Lagorio the credit of the discovery. In 
his paper Dr, Gibier speaks of an article pub- 
lished inthe French medical journals two 
years agoinregard to an epileptic patient 
treated at the Pasteur Institute in Paris, for 
the bite of a mad dog, who was cured of his 
epilepsy by the anti-rabic injection. Dr. 
Lagoriosaid Dr. Gibleris mistaken regard- 
ing the patient having been treated in Paris. 
He was treated in Chicayvo at the Pasteur In- 
stitute by Dr. Lagorio. This was in August, 
1890. 

‘*Il was treating the patient fora dog bite. 
The sufferer was a boy 5 years of age, who 
was subject toepilepsy. Having undergone 
a course of Pasteur treatment fora dog bite, 
he not only never suffered bad consequences 
from the bite, but recovered from the 
epilepsy as well. I have said littie about my 
discovery for the reason that I am not 
quite ready to make public my manner 
of treating patients suffering from this 
disease. I am now preparing a 
paper which I will read before one of the 
medical societies in the near future. ~ At that 
time I will make known to the profession 
what I have discovered. After I discovered 
thatthe Pasteur treatment had cured the 
boy of ay gw of course I began an investt- 
gation, andi keptupacommunication with 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris.’’

DEFIES RIBOT. 


M. Andrieux Master of the Situa- 


tion in the French Scandal. 


He Boldly Challenges the Government 


to Order His Arrest for Treason, 


AND STUBBORNLY PRESSES 
MAND FOR A BETRACTION, 


Two Friends Sent to the Premier Seeking 
an Apology ora Duel in Behaif of the 
ex-Prefect—Report of the Physicians as 
to the Cause of Baron Reinach’s Death 
—Socialists See an Opportunity to 
Strike a Blow at the Established Gov- 


ernment. 


PARIS, Dec. 28.—The effort of M. Andrieux 


to draw Premier Ribot into a duel has falled 
and it is not considered likely that Andrieux 
will publicly insult the Premier in order to 
force a duel, as was at first intimated. There 
is no disguising the fact that M. Andrieux 
has gained much admiration by the bordness 
and success of his course. There is no doubt 
that the Government intended to order his 
arrestonacharge of treason; the arrest to 
be effected suddenly, so as to strike terror 
into the plotters for the overthrow of the ad- 
ministration. M. Andrieux checkmated that 
scheme by boldly proclaiming the Gov- 
ernment’s intentions, and the purpose, 
as he claimed, to silence him in 
the task ofexposing the Panama frauds by 
committing him toa dungeon. He also pro- 
claimed that he had made sure of the security 
ofthe evidencein his possession, or under 
his control, so that the purpose of the Gov- 
ernment would be defeated, This, it is re- 
ported, made the ministry hesitatein their 
purpose of arresting M. Andrieux without 
having clearand unrnswerable evidence to 
establish a case against him. The Ministry 
feared that the public would interpret a 
hasty arrest without positive evidence to 
sustain it as proofthat the statements of 
M. Andrieux as to the motives of the Govern: 
ment were true, and this would mean the 
ruin of the Cabinet. 
ANOTHER BOLD MOVE. . 

When M. Andrieux arose on Mouday morna- 
ing still at liberty and without the threatened 
order having been executed, he determined 
on a still bolder move, and that was to give 
M. Ribot the choice between a duel ora re- 


| traction of the words in which he had ‘ac- 


cused M, Andrieux of endeavoring to excite 
disorder, and virtually of being an insti- 
gator of insurrection. Andrieux sent a chal- 
lenge to M. Ribot onthe ground stated. The 
Premier feplied through his secretary that 
the utterances of M. Ribot had not gone be- 
yond legitimate public criticism. 

Andrieux, wot. satisfied .with. this _repiy, 
sent twofriendsto the Premier to demand 
satisfaction, The friends represented that

criminal and ignoble act, and was seeking in 
an illegitimate manner to arouse disorder 


and bloodshed. M. Andrieux therefore in- 
sisted, they declared, on such satisfaction as 
a duel would give. 


M. Ribot replied quietly and decisively that

TRYING IT AGAIN, 


Convict Laborers Returned to Work at 
Helena. 

HELENA, Ark., Dec. 28.—Deputy Warden 
Hugh Dunlapof the State Penitentiary has 
returned here with sixty-six convicts for the 
purpose of finishing the railroad work in- 
terrupted a few days since by the polsoning 
incident. Prison Inspector Carroll and War- 
den Cal Pemberton accompany the party. 


Though itis not believed that any further 
violence will be offered the convicts, every 
precaution has been taken to make them 
safe. Dead lines have been established 
around the camp, trustworthy guards will be 
on duty day and night, and outsiders will not 
be able to obtain access to the convict camp 
without a pass. Care will be taken as to the 
quality of water used and the food gtven the 
prisoners will be brought from Little Rock. 
Capt. Dunlap thinks he will be able to com- 
plete the task this week if he has 
weather. Excitement overthe poisoning has 
about died out, though the authorities are 
stillat work trying to ferret out the guilty 
arties. Since the convicts were taken away 
rom here four of them have died, and two 
of this number died within the past day or 
two. The gang of sixty-six now here are the 
same ones who came here before and Capt. 
Dunlap stated to your correspondent to- 
that they seemed to be anxious to return, 


THREE MORE VICTIMS. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Dec. 28.—Three more 
convicts, victims of the mysterious polson- 
ing, died this morning, making thirteen who 
have died since the fatal arsenic was 


mixed with Six of 
the men dled Helena, one 
while on the way to Little Rock and five in 
the prison hospital. The convicts who died 
this morning are negroes, and it was two 
days after their arrival inthis city that the 
symptoms of poisoning began to manifest It- 
self. Dr. J.J. Robertson, the penitentiary 
physician, leaves to-night with the 
viscera of two of the convicts, 
which he will have examined  0by 
an expert chemist at one of the medical in- 
stitutions inthatcity. Up to this morning 
the theory was that unknown individuais 
opposed to the working of convicts at Helena 
had- thrown arsenic Into the Kettles in which 
the food for the men was cooked. Several 
of the victims left Helena in good condition, 
and the development of poison in the sys- 
tems after theirarrival here leads to the 
belief that some fatal agent is silently at 
work inside the walis of the pent- 
tentiary. A large quantity of canned 
goods has been recentiy used in 
the prison and some of the members 
of the prison board are of the opinion that if 
the contents of these cans are analyzed they 
will furnish the solution for all the mysteri- 
ous deaths.

They were armed 
ana s0 quick was their appearance that 
the court and officers could make no resist- 
ance. Noneof the mob was disguised and in 
it were many prominent citizens. 

The mob wenttothe Fair Grounds, a mile 
from town. Aconfession was expected, as 
there was\no doubt of Harper’s guilt, the 
young lady having identified him this morn- 
ing. 

The mob wasted notime. From the limb of 
a@convenient tree Harper’s body wasjsoon 
dangling, andas if to makesure that the 
noose tad done its work, the contents of 
many Winchesters were emptied into the 
swaying body ofthe negro.

PROSECUTING ATTORNEY RB. LEE. MUDD 
TO TAKE OUT WARRANTS, 


If the Case Is Pashed It Is Said It Will In- 
volve Mayor Costello of Florissant and 
Three County Deputy Sheriffts—Spec- 
tators of the Daly-Fitsgerald Mill 
Alarmed. 


The Daly-Fitzgerald glove contest, which 
came off last Monday night at De Lisle Hall 
in the town of Florrissant, with great eclat, 
promises some interesting develop- 
ments if the Prosecuting Attorney 
of st. Louis County, R. Lee Mudd, 
carries out his expressed intention 
of prosecuting the principals in the affair. 
Mr. Mudda’s announcement that he had 
plenty of evidence to proceed against the 
sports created a great sensation in the little 
town, and was not received with delight by 
some gentlemen of sporting proclivities 
in this city as some high “rollers 
were present, and the law applies 
to spectators as well as participants. An 
interesting phase ofthe case is the fact that 
under the State law several of the officials of 
Florissant are themselves Ifable. They were 
present, and were not the least interested of 
the spectators who lost their heads 
and cheered on the combatants in 
what proved to be the best mill 
seen in this vicinity for some 
time. Ithas bsen very generally stated by 
persons who were witnesses that Mayor Cos- 
tello and several of the Sheriff’s deputies 
were among: those who received and availed 


themselves of invitations to be present. Even 
Mr. Mudd received an invitation, and there 
are varying statements as to whether he was 
in the hall when the battle was raging. One 
of the managers of the fight stated to a PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter that Mr. Mudd was there, 
and others -have said so, but a friend 
of the Prosecuting Attorney telephoned from 
Clayton to-day that Mr. Mudd intended to go, 
but forgot that the affair was coming off and 
sO missed the fun. Now, will he carry out 
the law against prize-fighting in its en- 
tirely, or just sO much of it 
as involves the principals? Several million- 
aire sports in St. Louis and many other men 
who donot care to have their names con- 
nected with the fight, are to-day asking 
themselves this very interesting guestion. 
THE LAW. 

Sec. 8759 of the Revised Statutes says that 
any person who shall engagein any public 
sparring or boxing exhibition, or 
who sball aid, abet or as- 
sist any such exhibition or 
who shall furnish one room or other place for 
such exhibition shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor. The punishment is imprison- 
ment in the County Jail for a term not 
exceeding one year or a “*fine_ not 
exceding $1,000, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment. This makes the situation extremely 
awkward should Mr. Mudd go into the prose- 
cution to make a clean sweep. 
The Sheriff’s deputies are Charles 
P. Garrett, Fred Wengler and John 
Reliville. As severalof these were present 
the Sheriff’s office is considerably involved. 
If the contest was a prize-fight, or even 
a@ sparring exhibition, it was the duty 
of the officials to stop it, but 
they let it goon. It is no wonderthat Wr. 
Mudd has so quickly secured evidence. There 
was little concealment. The fight was an- 
nounced beforehand, and after it 
was over the managers Spread a 
fine supper which the sports 
dispatched with great gusto. Anybody could 
attend, and at least 300 people did so. The 
openness with whichthe mill was ‘‘pulled 
of’’ seems to confirm the report that 
gained currency before the event to the 
effect thatanarrangement had been made 
with the authorities, but to-day those who 
were mostactivein gettingup the meeting 
were very carefulabout making that state- 
ment. Charley Daly, who handled the 
financial end, denied that heknewof any 
such arrangement. 

CHARLEY DALY’S STATEMENT. 

**Of course, you know,’’ said he, ‘‘that it 
wouldn’tdo for me to say anything that 
would involve the officers. If they are going 
to prosecute, it is not in my line to fight them 
matters worse. I not 

just now that there 
any talk about prose- 
cuting. Why, the contest was as nice 
athing of the kind as you ever saw. The 
gloves used were the sameasI usein giving 
boxin lessons, and you know from that that 
we didn’t use anything that would hurt any- 
body. Idon’t see why they want to prose- 
cute. Thething isa great surprise to me.’’ 

Al spink, editor of the Sporting News, says 
thatalotof ‘‘sore. heads’’ are egging on 
Florissant officials. ‘‘They were not invited 
and didn’t see the mill,’’ said he, *‘and now 
they want to kick upa ‘row 

‘Who are the sore heads?’’ Mr. Spink was 
asked. 

‘*Ican’t give you any names, but that is 
the way I putitup. Idon’t belleve the au- 
thorities would do it, unless there was some- 
thing of the kind back of it. 
There is always animosity between 
fighters. One party don’t like to 
see the other pull offa good thing and they 
getin andtryto spoll it. The Kellys are 
hostile to the Dalys, owing to a 
quarrel of long standing, but I 
Gon’t say they are making this trouble, 
only that there is generally some such row on 
hand, It is a great pity to make such a fuss 
over an affairlikethat. It was only got up 
to give the out there little 
Christmas . ad it was good 
sport, too. Fitzgerald proved himself to be 
a hummer, and several people who saw the 
match said it wasa better fight than Myer 
and McAuliffe put up, and they saw 
that, too. Johnny Daly is a beautiful 
boxer and he put Fitzgerald outinthe ninth 
round,’ 

Lem McGregor, the ‘‘St. Joe Kid,’’ was the 
referee. Billy Fitzgeraid was seconded by 
Danny Evans and Billy Lynott, and Johnnie 
Daly by his brother Charley and Jack Wilkes.

WHAT IMMIGRANTS HAVE DONE. 


In considering the immigration question 
it is well not to lose sightof. some of the 
benefits that have come to the United 
States of America through immigration. 
We allknow whata stimulus has been 
given our agricultural and manufacturing 
interests by foreign skill and industry, but 
it has dune more than build up our indus- 
tries. 

Immigration saved the Union. 

I, iseasy to say that native Americans 
were a majority in the armies of the Union, 
but this does not doaway with the fact 
that many thousandsof the best fighting 
men who battled for the Union cause were 
foreigners. Tothis day the Confederate 
soldier feels that he didn’t havea chance 
in the war; that if his own countrymen 
had been his only antagonists he would 
have come outof the struggle in much bet- 
ter shape than he did. 

Even if the foreigner came over and did 
not enter the army he took his place in the 
grain fields and fed the soldier at the 
front. The manufactories were kept go- 
ing as if not a man had been drawn for the 
army. Indeed, it was hard to realize 
anywhere inthe North that agreat war 
was raging on American soil, 

The contrast between this country, 
peaceful, prosperous, rapidly advancing 
on all lines of progress, and Mexico, with 
undeveloped resources and a vast terri- 
tory, inhabited by half civilized people, 
who harass her with petty wars, 
is due in large measure to 
the difference in immigration policy. 
There can be no doubt that if the 
sturdy immigrants who developed our 
wilderness and rallied to the support of 
our institutions had poured into Mex- 
ico her benefits would be incalculable 
and she would not now be vainly strug- 
gling with revolutionary movements which 
make her ridiculous. Just as President 
Diaz has learned the lesson our experience 
teaches and has inaugurated a progressive 
immigration policy we are in danger of 
forgetting it and of cutting off the vigor- 
ous factors of production and civilization 
which have done so much for us and may 
do much more. 


NO COM PROMISE. 

The attempt to settle the case of Treas- 
urer Foerstel by sending his resigna- 
tion to the Mayor with or with- 
out a check for the payment of 
the shortage in his office is absurd. 
The Mayor cannot accept his resignation 
at this juncture. The case is out of the 
Mayor’s hands. The Acting Mayor has 
suspended the Treasurer for cause, ap- 
pointed a substitute and notified the Coun- 
cil of his action. The Council appointed 
a committee to investigate the Treasurer’s 
office and that committee indorsed the 
Mayor’s action and reported in favor of a 
trial of the Treasurer for impeachment 
under charges of neglect of and failure to 
perform his duties. The Council adopted 
the reportand opened impeachment pro- 
ceedings in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the ordinances. The case is 
therefore in the hands of the Council, 
which isin duty bound to proceed as the 
law commands. 

It would not only beillegal for the Mayor 
to interfere with the function of the Coun- 
cil in this matter, but it would be out- 
rageously improper for him to attempt to 
check the investigation of the defalcation 
by any action. It would be not less im- 
proper for the Council to enter into any 
arrangement for the abandonment of the 
trial and inquiry. Interference by the 
Mayor with the Council’s inquiry into the 
defalcation or the abandonment of it by 
the Council would be gross misconduct 
and tantamount to a confession of sub- 
mission to unworthy if not corrupt in- 
fluences. 

Michael Foerstel is largely a victim of 
his son’s crime and is undoubtedly an ob- 
ject of profound pity, but all considera- 
tions of personal character. must yield to 
the paramount demands of the law and 
the public interests. The treasury could 
not have been looted without violation of 
law and neglect of duty by him and other 
officials. The city is protected against 
loss and there is no reason for compromise, 
but if there were it would be unpardona- 
ble. The fixing of the responsibility for 
the crime and the meting out of deserved 
rebuke and punishment to all concerned in 
or responsible for it is of far greater im- 
portance than the securing of ae city 
against present loss.

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As THE jury decided against Private 
Tams, and as Maj.-Gen. Snowden has just 
made an official report in which he justi- 
fies Subordinate Streator in hanging and 
shaving that impetuous youngster, the 
public must rest satisfied that the militia 
regulations of the State of Pennsylvania 
are properand necessary under all cir- 
cumstances.’ Merely driving the foolish 
boy out of camp .in disgrace would not 
have been sufficient.

All things considered, may we not look 
upon Gen. Snowden as the Washington of 
Pennsylvania? By the prompt suppres- 
sion of the desperate mutiny of Private 
Iams, he saved not only his own State, but 
many other communities in which high- 
tariff labor riots might have broken out if 
merely ordinary disgrace had been the 
punishnient of young Iams.

AT Covington, Ky., the body of a priest 
who killed himself has been permitted 
burial in consecrated ground because: at 
the time of his act he was bereft of reason. 
Suicide is defined as ‘‘the deliberate inten- 
tional act of self-destruction by a person 
of sound mind and having attained to 
years of discretion.’’ This priest, there- 
fore, though he killed himself, did not 
copmnit suicide. Some thinkers—among 
them all the Coroners—hold that the man 
who kills himself is in all cases insane. 
The State of New York punishes all per- 
sons corfvicted of failing in an attempt at 
suicide. The life insurance companies do 
not believe that a man is insane when he 
destroys himself. People who do not 
know exactly the condition of the human 
mind when self-destruction takes place 
can only make conjectures as to the sanity 
or insanity of the unhappy offender, and 
grieve that his errors or sorrows should 
have driven him to so melancholy a final- 


ity. 

Mr. CLEVELAND’S desire that Senator 
Carlisle take the Treasury Department and 
draft a tariff bill which shall satisfy the 
reformers is one which, it is to be hoped, 
will be gratified. Notonly does Mr. Car- 
lisle understand the question in every de- 
tail, but he commands the confidence of 
the whole country, including what is 
known as the business world. The prep- 
aration of such a bill in the Treasury De- 
partment hasa precedent in that drafted 
by Secretary Walker, which was one of 
the most satisfactory and successful reve- 
nue measures ever devised. Non-partisan 
experts, not lobbyists, willlook after the 
details and the interest of the people will 
be the first concern. 
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THE superior intellectuality of New 
England is the pride of the whole country, 
but itis to be regretted that a New En- 
gland literary ring has been formed in the 
State Department at Washington to mo- 
nopolize the historical materials that 
should be accessible to the humblest his- 
torian of any section of the Union. Of 
course we want our histories to be written 
by New Englanders—Bostonians pre- 
ferred—and we shall never consent to read 
any other authors. We merely want to 
give the struggling Western historian a 
chance. He cannot expect to compete 
with his Eastern contemporaries, but he 
may want to see just what he can do.

Not Dismayed—s Speaker Criep Favors 
an Extra Session of Congress--Politi- 
cal News. 


NEw Yorn, Dec. 2.—A morning paper, 
very friendly to Cleveland, prints to-day an 
interview with the President-elect, in wnoich 
he comes ouit outopenly in Opposition to the 
election of Murphy for the Senate. Mr. 
Cleveland make his postiion very clear. 
He Coes not go abdut the bush. ‘*It must not 
be forgotten,’’ he says, ‘‘the Democratic 
party hasa very hard task to perform if we 
expect to keep the word we have passed to 
people of the country. They have given us a 
phenomenal majority, one showing that they 
expect us todo much. In doing this a great 
deal depends upon the State of New York 
and its great metropolis. The inter- 
ests of the State and of the party 
demand, it seemsto me, the selection of a 
Senator who cannot only defend the princl- 
ples of our party, but who can originate and 
promote policies that may be presented for 
consideration ofthe Senate. In order to do 
this the Senator from New York should be a 
man not ijonly experienced in pubiic affairs, 
but who hasa clear conception of the vital 
issues with which he must deal during the 
next few years. 

**Speaking frankly, as I have already done 
to those entitled to know my views, it does 
not seem to me that the selection of Mr. 
Murphy shows a desire or intention of plac- 
ing in the Senate a man of such type. 

**This first use of our power would, I fear, 
cause much disappointment, not only in New 
York, butin the country. This the party 
ought not to be called upon to face when It Is 
considered how much there is to do and what 
serious difficulties have to be surmounted be- 
fore it can be done.’’ 

The attitude of Mr. Cleveland will, of 
course, not influence men like Croker in 
their fealty to Mr. Murphy’s cause, but it 
lends a new weight tothe opposition of Boss 
McLaughlin of Brooklyn.

‘*‘What willyou say to Mr. Cleveland in 
case he asks your opinions on the immigra- 
tion question?’’ 

‘*On that question I believe there is crying 
need for some action, and that action should 
be taken at once. But what that action 
should be Iam not prepared tosay. Many 
suggestions have been made—some good, 
some bad and some worse than bad. We 
want to avola extreme action. Our aim 
should be to shut out undesirable immi- 
grants, but not to cut off the others.’’

ALONE IN A STRANGE LARD. 


The Story of a Trusting Woman and «a 
Recreant Lover. 

Kansas City, Mo,, Dec. 28.—Broken-heart~- 
ed Reine Dubaute started on her long journey 
back to France last night. Her story is. one 
of match-making friends, a faithless lover 
and a trusting and distressed woman, 


Reine Duhaute isa French girl, having been 
reared by her parentsin the little town of 
Jussey in the province of Haute-Saone, 
France. Her parents are honest bourgeoisie, 
or members of theimiddle class. Reine was 
given a careful education. About two years 
ago a wealth Englishwoman, 
for pleasure with her family through France, 
came across the French girl, took a fancy to 
her and induced her parents to allow Reine 
to go with her as a governess. 

The Englishwoman maintained a splendid 
establishment in a fashionable quarter of 
London. She continued to take a lively inter- 
est in her governess provided in every way 
for her comfort, and it was not very long be- 
fore meadouscteniie found herself situated 
most comfortably. 

Her friends wanted to see her married. 
They knew of a young man, just 25, who lived 
at Au Mans in ce, who ‘was about: to 
leave for America and who bad strong in- 
ciinations toward matrimony. 

She assented to the proposition of her 
friends that a correspondence be opened. 
This was done, and portraits were ex- 
changed. 

It wasin September, 1890, that Dunas ar- 
rived in this country. He proceeded at once 
to Florence, Kan., where there is a French 
colony. He lived there a short time —— 
E. Firmin, a wealthy French citizen. M.

She fitted herself out with 
an elaborate trousseau, filling three trunks. 
She was to meet the man she was to marry at 
the office of S. ang, French Consul In an- 
sas City. Late in November she took first- 
class passage On a Transatlantic liner for this 
country. 

Some time last August French Consul Lang 
received a letter from One Dunas, living at 
Edmond, O. T., Stating that the writer took 
the liberty of making nis officethe meeting 
place for himself aud a young iady who 
would soon announce her arrival by tele- 
graph and whom he intended tomarry. The 
matter slipped Mr. Lang’s mind and it was 
not recalled until near the last of November, 


when he received telegrams from a Mile. | 


Duhaute, dated respectively at New York, 
Chicdgo and Joliet, lll. A few days later he 
went to Topeka for a short business trip. On 
his return he found in his office await- 

ing him a handsome young woman of 
about 22 years, who plainly showed 
upon her face the marks of deep distress. It 
was Mile. Duhaute. She had arrived the 
day beforeand had during that timé been 
waiting for her betrothed to come and marry 
her. Sheremainedin Mr. Lang’s office all 
day and seemed paralyzed in her utter help- 

lessness. On his retura, she told Mr. Lang 
the circumstances und he was so deeply im- 

pressed with the truth of her story and her 
evident distress that he took herto his own 
home. Mr. Lang at once telegrapned Dunas 
of his intendeda’s arrival, but noresponse was 
received. A letter waé then sent. 

Dunas this time answered, declaring that 
he had changed bis mind. No excuse ior his 
conduct was offered. 

On learning how she had been duped the 
young French woman declared that she 
would resort to suicide as a means to drown 
her disappointment. 

People of her nationality here became in- 
terested in her case and she was 
dissuaded from her urpose. She then 
determined to  g0 ack to France. 
She remained atthe home of Mr. Lang watil 
her friends could send her funds with which 
to return home. She received money by 
cable last week from her former mistress in 
London and last night Degan her long joar- 
ney back to London.

Nos. 200 to 299 deliver 
south of the tracks andare connected with 
the main officeor Station E. All the three 
hundreds are at Station A, North St. Louis, 
the four hundreds at Station D, Sub-station 
138 or what is known as the brewery district. 
The five hundreds are from Station C, and 
cover West St. Louls. The six hundreds at 
Station B, South St. Louls. All bearing 
numbers in the seven hundreds are collect. 
ors, helpers and deliverers of registered 
mail. 

When an applicant secures his position as 
a letter carrier, he is first put to work asa 
substitute. According to Postmaster Har- 
low political influence counts for very little 
in the mail service. All applications for po- 
sitions are filed as recefved. and are filled In 
the same order. When a vacancy occurs in 
the regular force, ‘‘sub’’ No, l receives the 
appointment and ‘‘sub’’ No. 2 becomes 
**sub’’ No. 1, and entitled to the next posi- 
tion in his place. No favoritism is shown, 
and so long as a man does his duty in a satis- 
factory manner he Is sure of bis position. If 
his work is neglected he is removed to make 
room for some one more efficient, regardless 
ofany ‘‘pull’’ he may possess.

OFFICER SYNNOTT’S REMAINS BURIED 
WITH IMPOSING CEREMONIES. 


Exposure of the Unclaimed English 
Estate Swindlers—Bogus American 
College Degrees Sold-—Canada’s Re- 
puted Man-of-War Only a Harmless 
Cutter—General Foreign News. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 28.—Considerable doub: is en- 
tertained among the residents here as to 
Kevans, the man arested at Nenagh, County 
Tipperary, being the author of the ex- 
plosion in this city. The police, however, 
apparently think they have secured the 
culprit. Kevans is still in custody at 
Nenagh, and the police. are endeavoring by 
every means in thelr power totrace his 
movements prior to and fafterthe time 
of the explosion. The prisoner make; 
no secret of the fact that 
he was in Dublin up to Sunday 
morning last. He tells a connected story of 
his wanderings about the country, anditis 
believed that the police will have an easy 
task to prove or disprove it. Kevans shows 
by his conversation that he !s intelligent,and 
he laughs at the idea that he had anything to 
do with the explosion. Other than this 
there are no new developments inthe case, 
and tojudge from the present outlook the 
cowardly author ofthe outrage will go un- 
punished. 

The funeral of Detective Synnott, who lost 
his life in the explosion here Saturday, was 
held to-day, and was very largely attended 
by officials and citizens. It was one of the 
largest funeral, held in Dublin in many years. 
Among those who attended were all the 
available police, the members of the Glou- 
cestershire regiment gtationed inthis city, 
the members ofthe fire brigrade, Chief Com- 
missioner Harrell, Inspector-General Reld, 
the Lord Mayor and other officials. 

Upon the conclusion of the religious cere- 
monies the coffin containing the body was 
placed ina hearse drawn by four horses and 
the procession toescort the body to the ceme- 
tery was formed. At its head were military 
and police bands, which played the dead 
march in ‘‘Saul’’ asthe procession moved. 
These were followed by a body of mounted 
police, who immediately preceded the 
hearse. Amongthe mourners who followed 
the coffin on foot were many of Synnott’s 
comrades in the detective department. A 
large number of private carriages accom- 
panied the procession to Glasnevin Ceme- 
tery, where the remains were Interred. ‘lhe 
entire route was lined with respectful crowds 
of people, who reverently bowed their heads 
as the body of the murdered detective passed 
them. 

The funeral was avery imposing one, and 
the behavior and conversation of the crowd 
showed thatthe dastardly crime in which 
Detective Synnott lost his life was universally 
condemned.

Following this will bean eight-round go be- 
tween the cyclone boxers, Billy Leedom of 
Philadelpbia and Moffet Flaherty, thP Boston 
heavyweight. The final battle will be a finish 
affair for the bantamweight championship 
of the world, in which those 
sturdy midgets, Billy Plimmer of 
England and Joe McGrath of Ireland, 
will ‘‘mix things’’ in true prize ring fashion. 
Both men are in superb condition and game 
to the core and New York sports will witness 
one of the stiffest conflicts that ever took 
place in the Island Club arena. 

McGrath has never appeared in public in 
America, so his fighting qualities are un- 
known, but such good judges as Charley 
Mitchell, Buffalo Costello, Bob Fitzsimmons, 
Joe Choynski, Peter Maher, Jack Quinn and 
Tom Clarke allsay heisa bornfighter. Hels 
not a clever or showy boxer, but a reguiar 
fighting machine, and unless Plimmer knocks 
him out the little Irishman will stand a good 
chance of carrying away the large end of the 
$2,600 purse. 

McGrath has a full list of victories to hjs 
credit. His first battle of note occurred in 
April, 1889, when he bested Bob Otway in 
four rounds; two months later he knocked 
out Owen Mooney in fiVe rounds and Tom 
Walker in seven. During Peter Jackson’s 
visit to Dublin the colored champion cffered 
a belt rorcompetition. The prize was won 
by McGrath defeating Fred Barr in the final 
bout in one and one-half rounds. One year 
after his debut inthe ring McGrath won the 


bantamweight championship of fo by 
defeating Jack Hackett of Dublin in twelve 
rounds. In July, 1890, he gave Hackett 
another ‘*‘go,’’ and knocked him out in eight 
rounds. His other victories were Jack 
Guy of London in “(five rounds; Alf 
Buckingham, also of London, in seventeen 
rounds; Tom Vance of Belfast two and one- 
half rounds, and Bill Abbott of England in 
two minutes. This battle was fought under 
prize rine rules, on the turf in Curragh 
Camp, Kildare, and was witnessed by the 
best people of Ireland. 

The only bantam who has been able to hold 
hisown with McGrath was Alf Gunning of 
London, who fought a fifteen-round draw 
battle. Inthis fight McGrath showed he had 
lots ofsand. Gunning, who was fully twelve 
pounds beavier than McGrath, had all the 
best of the first ten rounds, but the Irish lad 
stuck to his work, and after one of the best 
contested fights in Ireland the referee de- 
clared it a draw. 

rlimmer is well known to the followers of 
ring events on this side of the water. He 
won the title of bantam champion of the 
world by defeating tom Kelly, the Harlem 
Spider, in nine rounds. 

He was born on Feb. 9, 1869, and his fighting 
career beganatanearlyage. The first man 
to go down before Plimmer was Jack Shan- 
non, a fellow-townsman, who was knocked 
outin thirty minutes. He then won the Wal- 
lington competition bv defeating Sallade, 
who was considered the best man at his 
weightin Birmingham. His first battle for 
astake was with Chapple Moran, whom he 
disposed of in three rounds aad again tn 
eight rounds; Jack Sweeney was the next 
victim. He lasted four rounds, and Tim 
Buckley was put tosleep in the same number 
of rounds. 

Plimmer went to London and added the 
following fights tohis string: Joe Farrell, 
6 rounds; Jim Brown, 4; Arthur Westley, 13; 
Sol Phillips, 8; Bill Moore, 8; (“harley Mans- 
ford, 10; Jim stevens, 15. Piimmer has been 
in America two years, and in that time 
scored the following victories: Matt Mc- 
Carthy, Jim Watson, 3; Kidd Hogan, 8 
(draw); Spider Kelly, 9; Jerry Barnett, 8. 
Plimmer has met all comers in Philadelphia, 
Paterson and Newark during the past three 
months, and none of hisopponents has lasted 
over four rounds.
